University, Zagreb, Nada, Sibenik, Sinj f 
Energoinvest, Ploce, Zenica, Pancevo, 
Stratford Upon Avon, Gloucester, Fin¬ 
lander, Southern California. 

If there’s been a more exotic cugby 
tour by anyone anywhere it has* not 
been recorded. 

The team represents the New Zea¬ 
land Yugoslav Sports Club and the 
tour is being Jed by Ray Vuksich, the 
"godfather 1 ' of Yugoslav rugby. The 
team was selected after trials Involving 
60 players. 

Team playing gear places them in 
the glamour category, a red strip with 
white stripes down shoulder and 
sleeves, white socks with three narrow 
red bands at the top. 

Specially through the Northland and 
Auckland districts players of Yugo¬ 
slavian descent thrive in senior and 
representative rugby. The standard of 
play on this tour should match the 
star-status of the equipment. 

The New Zealand Government has 
asked the club to maintain tours to 
Yugoslavia and to continue to en¬ 
courage Yugoslav teams to visit New 
Zealand.

I have always enjoyed the 
naive paintings of "Grandma 
Moses" (old lady who painted 
simple rural scenes from her 
childhood memories) and re¬ 
cently I have become intrigu¬ 
ed with the whole subject of 
"naive art^". Since it evokes 
such warm feelings in me, I 
have wanted to find out more 
about these "naive artists", 
especially about the naive 
artists of Yugoslavia. 

What we see in their paint¬ 
ing is the integrity of a 
child's view of his world as 
seen through an adult's eyes. 
This art pulls at our heart 
because it brings back nos¬ 
talgic memories of our own 
childhood, and for a moment 
we return there through the 
painting. Love, happiness, 
and sorrow are depicted in 
Yugoslav naive paintings. 

These emotions are common to 
mwm*. wo.*® all men, therefore we easily 
identify with these paintings. Ancient traditions and tales, marriage, 
death, religion, nature, and rural life, are all main forces behind Yugo¬ 
slav naive art. 

The naive artists of Yugoslavia seem to fall into three categories; 
a) peasants (some semi-literate) who live in the village and paint rural 

scenesj b) peasants who now live in the city but continue to paint rural 

scenes; and c) artists who have always lived in the city and paint urban 

scenes. (Refer to painting above by Yugoslav artist BRANKO BAHUNEK, an 

example of naive art by an urban artist.) The work of these urban artists 
shows scenes from their particular childhood; - old buildings - narrow 
streets - artisans at work - street vendors - street musicians, etc. 

The price tag on naive art is not cheap, since it has become so well- 
known all over the world. If you are the owner of a naive painting, you 
know that the pleasure you have received from viewing your painting was 
well worth your financial investment!

Let me add a part of the Preface to 
the Father Smic's book, written by Dr. 
Clement S. Mihanovich, Prof, at SL 
Louis University, SL Louis, MO: 


Some remarks are to be made about 
the book. First of ail, this book does 
not only treat the peasantry of the pre¬ 
sent republic of Bosnia and Herzego- 
vina but it also covers the peasants 
and their culture of the Dalmatian in¬ 
land (except the cities on the Adriatic 
coast and most of the islands*, Lika, 
Hrvatsko Primorje, Gorski Kotar, way 
up to the city of Rijeka, and finally ex¬ 
tending to the regions of Karlovac near 
Zagreb. 

Fr. 1. Sivric in this book utilizes a 
number of the Croatian proverbs 
which are always expressed In the 
form of verses and which ordinarily 
rhyme. Since the Croatian epic and 
lyric poetry of the mentioned regions 
run into tens of thousands of verses, 
the author has made a limit to those 
eposes which are relevant to the aim 
of the book. He also makes use of 
peasants' customs be they of religious 
or social nature. Neither peasantry’s 
riddles nor their medieval epitaphs are 
overlooked; they are given a due inter¬ 
pretation. 

All these creations of the peasants 
serve (Fr. Sivric) as a bridge to reach in¬ 
to their minds, as how they express 
(hemselves and their ideas. This will 
help a reader to see that even simple 
and unsophisticated peasants have 
their own “philosophy”, many whole¬ 
some insights into human values and 
behavior. If a reader wants to learn 


*7he scholar will find the book a 
goldmine of resources. The philoso¬ 
pher will secure a clear, uncomplica¬ 
ted and precise expression of human 
nature. The psychologist will discover 
a rich source of understanding on how 
this peasant mind functions. The stu¬ 
dent of society will be surprised by the 
realistic, pragmatic and, contradictory 
though it may be, insights on the fami¬ 
ly, friendship and the male and female 
roles. The Christian will be shown the 
strength of the simplicity of faith. The 
theologian will have an opportunity to 
review basic concepts of God. The 
politician will acquire knowledge on 
how the pure, simple, though complex, 
mind of a peasant perceives politics 
and the State. He will learn, in the final 
analysis, that you really cannot dupe 
the peasant and that, eventually, the 
peasant will survive and the political 
regime will vanish. The student of lin¬ 
guistics will be intrigued by the 
nuances of their language and the ex¬ 
act and hidden and subtle meanings 
they convey. The poet will marvel at 
the primitive narrative and not-so-prim- 
itive epic poetry that brightened their 
lives and carried their culture from 
generation to another.”

There are monasteries of the 
thirteenth century’ and six¬ 
teenth-century mosques built 
in the time of Turkish rule. 
The prehistoric settlement of 
LEPENSK1 VIR on the Danube 
has become one of the world’s 
most interesting archaeological 
digs, giving evidence of popu¬ 
lous. advanced settlements at 
this European crossroads seven 
thousand years ago. 

Tourism has been very 
much encouraged by the gov¬ 
ernment in recent times, and 
the development of many ar¬ 
eas—not just the fashionable 
Adriatic beaches—has been 
undertaken. There are fine 
winter sports centers (SARAJE¬ 
VO in Bosnia-Herzegovina is to 
be the site of the 1984 Winter

Olympics, and preparations 
have been under way for some 
time) and many national parks, 
of which the PLITVICE LAKES 
region in Croatia is especially 
beautiful. Opportunities are of¬ 
fered for shooting and fishing 
in certain areas of deep forest 
in Bosnia-Herzegovina. where 
wild boar and game birds are 
still plentiful. Macedonia is 
known for its lakes, particularly 
LAKE OHRID In Montenegro. 
MOUNT DURMITOR NATIONAL 
PARK has eighteen clear glacial 
lakes, wooded mountains, and 
breathtaking landscapes. In 
Serbia's winegrowing region, 
there is an annual Autumn 
Wine Festival in SMEDEREVO. 

How to get there: The YU¬ 
GOSLAVIAN NATIONAL .MR- 
LINE, JAT. has regularly 
scheduled international flights 
to Yugoslavia from major 
world cities, including London, 


Paris. Rome. Frankfurt. Ath¬ 
ens. and Moscow In winter 
there are three flights weekly 
to Belgrade from New York - 
nonstop on Mondays: Tues¬ 
days direct with one stop in 
Zagreb; and Thursdays direct 
with one stop in Ljubljana. In 
summer there are six direct 
flights—every day except 
Wednesday. There are Tues¬ 
day and Thursday flights from 
Chicago's O’Hare Airport year 
round.

European countries by railroad 
lines, with express trains and 
sleeping cars to major cities. 
Ferryboats and hydrofoils are

"You will find the Zagreb people more 
austere, less emotional, more like Aus¬ 
trians than Slavs." we were told before 
our visit to this Croatian capital ol 
850.000 inhabitants. Yugoslavia's second 
city Certainly Zagreb does look toward 
northern Europe but the people are not 
as reserved as we'd been led to believe 
These were the same men ana women 
we had seen singing in the Belgrade 
airport, cheering at a soccer game in 
Ohnd. engaged m lively trade at the 
marketplace in Dubrovnik 

Built along the banks of the Sava 
River, Zagreb is a treasury of well- 
preserved architecture, medieval. Ren¬ 
aissance. and baroque as well as more 
contemporary There are lazy shaded 
squares and parks, elegant avenues, ex¬ 
cellent museums, handsome concert 
halls a magnificent opera house, and a 
schedule of cultural events that puts 
many European capitals to shame In a 

way. Zagreb seems a smaller version of 
Y'icnna perhaps more graceful, less 
busy less intense 

To draw some gastronomic distinc¬ 
tions between Zagreb and Belgrade. Za¬ 
greb is closer to Austria and Hungary 
and thus shows a stronger Austro-Hun¬ 
garian influence in its cookery Belgrade, 
on the other hand, turns more toward 
the Balkan cooking of Bulgaria and Ro¬ 
mania One will find more paprika in 
Zagreb certainly more strudel The 
cooks there are more likely to make the 
national dish, sarma (stuffed cabbage I. 

with fresh cabbage leaves, while in Bel¬ 
grade they often use pickled cabbage or 
grape leaves In Zagreb they eat all the 
national grilled and mixed meat dishes, 
but they also like to braise their meats. 
You will find more stews there, more 
food with a Central European feel, such 
as a delicious smoked ham and potato 
soup (zagorskc juha ) and the rolled veal 
scallops filled with ham. mushrooms, 
tomato puree, and papnka that we ate at 
the fine cellar restaurant GRADSKI PO- 
DRUM. just off Republic Square. In Bel¬ 
grade you'll find more filo pastry', more 
use of cheese and yogurt in cooking, 
perhaps a greater emphasis on grilled 


meats Lots of overlap, of course, and 
interaction, but differences of degree 
and refinement. 

In the kitchens of the elegant HOTEL 
ESPLANADE. a large, imperial-era hotel, 
the chef prepares a pork fillet "Scubica.” 
close in conception to the pork cutlet 
"Arhiv" we had eaten at the Arhiv Res¬ 
taurant at the Metropol in Belgrade. (To 
our amusement, both dishes had won 
the 1981 "Cuoco D'Oro" Award at the 
San Remo Cooking Contest.) The Stu¬ 
bica, based on a dish served in nobles 
homes in Zagreb in the sixteenth centu¬ 
ry. consisted of a pork fillet stuffed with 
prunes stuffed in turn with butter fla¬ 
vored with Pernod, all served up in a 
rich sauce of chopped prunes, wine, and 
cream laced with plum brandy The Ar¬ 
hiv dish was a split pork cutlet sand¬ 
wiching a stuffing of ground veal, 
chopped bacon, and ajvar (the eggplant, 
garlic, and pepper jam) served in a sauce 
of tomatoes, white wine, prunes, and 
kajmak cheese. Each of these sophisti¬ 
cated renditions displayed a distinct re¬ 
gional lineage. 

You will eat well in Zagreb. The TA- 
VERNA RUST1CA at the Esplanade offers 
a lovely setting with red-and-white lacy 
tablecloths, silver platters, and live mu¬ 
sic provided by beaming musicians. The 
OPERA on the seventeenth floor of the 
Intercontinental has fabulous views of 
the city Here we ate a Croatian version 
of a national favorite, a casserole of 
smoked pork and beans fncetl. At the 
suburban OKRUGLJaK GRILL there are 
checkered tablecloths, candlelit booths, 
and an open cooking pit We dined on 
tender charcoal-broiled chicken livers 
with sauteed wild mushrooms and a fa¬ 
mous Croatian specialty, pecena curka s 
mlincima, roast turkey served with strips 
of noodle dough that were first 1 
browned, then boiled, then moistened 
with turkey drippings and baked togeth¬ 
er with the bird. 

If you venture to the outskirts you 
can dLine at one of Titos favorite res¬ 
taurants. DESTINSKI LAGVIC. beautifully 
situated to the north of the slopes of 
Zagrebadka Gora PREPUSTOVEC is fa¬ 
mous for its roast piglet POD M1RNIM 


KROVOm, a very popular medium-priced 
restaurant, serves the best roast iamb 
in town 

Zagreb is a good city to explore on 
foot. An hour's walk through the elegant 
lower city takes you past the university 
buildings, the opera house, the an pavil¬ 
ion and other museums, the botanical 
garden, two lovely interlocking square 
parks. Znnjskoga and Tomislavov, and 
Republic Square. One way to reach the 
upper town is by a shon cable car ride 
up a very steep hill to the entrance to 
the old fonified area called Gradec 
Here, in a genteel residential atmo¬ 
sphere. is a fine new museum where we 
saw a magnificent exhibition of Durers. 

Zagreb is the jumping-off point for a 
number of excursions: TRAKOSCAN. JA- 

nuSevac. vara2din. and maruSevac 

castles to the north of the city, or, to the 
south, toward the Adriatic, the famous 
PLITV1CE LAKES, sixteen of them, one 
above the other, connected by rushing 
streams and spectacular waterfalls, per¬ 
haps the most famous of the country's 
scenic attractions. 

On our final nigh: in Zagreb, we at¬ 
tended a folk song concert at the hand¬ 
some ultramodern Vatroslav Lisinski 
Concert Hall. Sixteen male singers 
dressed in nautical Croatian costumes 
stood and sang before the magnificent 
pipe organ that takes up the entire rear 
wall of the concert stage. Their songs 
were those of lonely men at sea yearn¬ 
ing for a distant home, of missed loved 
ones they longed to take again in their 
arms. The audience, roused to cheering, 
demanded many encores. And then a 
marvelous thing happened when the 
concert was over a aariet noor was im¬ 
provised in one of the foyers of the hall. 
Young people from the audience min¬ 
gled with the professional singers, sang 
with them, and danced. When we left 
near midnight, the parry was still going 
on. The guards and ushers did not seem 
at all anxious to dear out the audi¬ 
ence and dose the hail. We could still 
hear the echoes of the celebration as we 
waited on the avenue for our tram.
